Board of Governors

It was announced yesterday by Principal F, 
Cyril James, on bclialf ot the Board of Gov'emori 
of McGill University, that the Governors, at their 
meeting, elected four new members of the Board. 
This brings the Trustees of the Royal Institution, 
members ot the Board of Governors of McGill 
University to its' full statutory complement of 
twenty-five. 

The newly elected members are: Mr. Gordon 
R. Ball, MM., D.C.L., Mr. Thomas Wardropé Eadie, 
KG., StJ., B.Sc, Mr. James Muir, D.C.L., LL.D., 
Mr. James Geoffrey Notman, O.B.E. B.Sc., P.Enff. 

Mr. Ball, President and Chief Executive Officer 
of the Bank of Montreal since 1952, was bom In 
Toronto. He served in the World War I, was twice 
wounded, and received the Militaiy Medal. He is 
Vice-President and Director of the Royal Trust Com* 
pany. Director of International Nickel Co. of Can. 
Ltd., Director of the Sun Life Assurance Company 
of Canada, the Steel Co. of Canada Ltd., Ogilvie 
Flour Mills, tlie Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
Bowatcr Power Co., and a Governor of the Royal 
Victoria Hospital of Montreal. 

Mr. Eadie, President of the Bell Telephone Co. 
of Canada, was born In Ottawa, and graduated from 
McGill Univensity in 1023, B.Sc., in civil engineer- 
ing. He served in the 1st World war with the Royal 
Canadian Naval Air Service. He held various tech- 
nical positions with the Bell Telephone Co., before 
his election as .President, in ip53. He is a member 
of the American Institute of Electrical Engineers. 



Mr. James MuIr is Chairman and President of 
the Royal Bank of Canada. Born in Peebles, Scot- 
land he holds the D.C.L. of Bishop's University and 
an LL.D. from Dalliousie University. He is Vice 
President of the Montreal Trust Company, a direc- 
tor of the Canadian Pacific Railway Co., the Royal 
Bank of Canada, the Scotsman Publications, Ltd. of 
the Algoma Steel Corporation, Ltd., the Northwest 
, Nitro-Chemlcals, Ltd.; Trans-Oceanic Development 
Corp. Ltd.; the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany; a Governor of the Montreal General Hospi- 
tal, the Royal Victoria Hospital, the Royal Edward 
Laurentian Hospital; Freeman of the Royal and 
Ancient Burgh of Peebles, Scotland, and a life mem- 
her of the National Trust for Scotland. 

Mr. James Geoffrey Notman, is Senior Vice- 
President and Director of General Dynamics Cor- 
poration, and President and General Manager of . 
Canadair Ltd. He was born in Wcstmount, and 
graduated from McGill University in 1922," B.Sc. 
(Mech. Eng.). He is Chairman of the Board, Cana- 
dian Copco. Ltd.; Director of Canadian Arsenals 
Ltd., Canadian Marconi Co., Montreal Locomotive 
Works, The Canadian Bank of Commerce. He was 
Asst. Co-Ordinator of Production, Department of, 
Munitions and Supply 1042-53; chairman of the 
Machine Tool War Planning Board, 1944-45, 

The four hew members replace John W. McCon- 
nell, B. C. Gardner, and S. G. Dobson who retired 
last month and Col. A. A. Magec who retired last 
January.

On Remembrance Day

Society President Roy Heenan 
hai called the meeting to review 
proposals contained in bis Open 
Letter to McGill students which 
appeared in the DAILY of Nov. 
3. 

Proceedings will begin at 1 pm. 
in the ballroom of the 'Union. 
There are two main issues at 
stake. The first is, that in view 
of the Provincial Government's 
reluctance to discuss the problem 
of statutory provincial grants to 
Quebec Universities and in view 
of the fact that these universities 
are being 'stangled' by a lack of. 
sufficient funds, the students of 
the province should unite to pre- 
sent a petition to the Legislative 
Assembly in Quebec City. The 
second issue is that if McGill 
should receive higher grants 
from either provincial or federal 
sources, some of the relief should 
be passed on to the students in 
the form of lower fees.

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The Four New Governors 

, The Board of Goycrnora last night announced the elec- 
tion of four new members, bringing the number of Trust- 
ees of the Jloyal Institution for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing to its full statutory complement of twehtyrfive. These 
four men, each a leader in the world outside the university, 
replace Governors, recently retired, who have left an inde- 
lible mark on the history of McGill. To fill the positions 
vacated by such .men as J. W. McConnell and Bertie Gard- 
ner will not be an easy. task. 

N The position of Governor of a university is sometimes 
regarded as~ one with little responsibility and much pres- 
tige, conferred iipon those who have acKieved success in 
the world of finance and commerce. -In fact, the authority 
invested in these men is overwhelming. According to the 
statutes, they are "to provide responsible management and 
government of the affairs, including academic control of 
the curriculum and courses of study, of McGill College and 
University. They make all appointments and all contracts 
on behalf of the University and possess general jurisdic- 
tion and final authority ovet the conduct of its affairs". 

The newly elected Governors are all wfell known for 
their contributions to the economic developmënt of our 
country. They have all demonstrated a sincere interest in 
the welfare of the community. But now" they assume a 
grave, responsibility — ' the training of the future leaders, 
not only of Canada, but of the entire world. 

There are many issues which face these men as they 
join the McGill community. The fees are higher than at 
any other Canadian university ; the professors' salaries 
are much too low and the enrollment is expected to double 
within the next few years. Add to these items the many 
particular problems posed by the fact that*McGill is si- 
, tuated in the Province of Quebec and yoii have a rough 
r idea of the burdens which go with the title of Governor. 

We ask these four men to assume their responsibil- 
ities with sincerity and honest devotion. Theirs is a vital 
role in the future development of our country and our 
University. 

We welcome them to Old McGill. 

Today's Meeting / 

Today, the Students' Society meets for the first time 
this year. These meetings are the direct concern of every 
student on campus; they are, in fact, the only chance the 
student has to participate in matters of his own govern- 
ment. 

'r Outside of the elected representatives of each faculty, 
_|tudents ofrMcGill can only voice their opinions in a gé- 
néral meeting of this type, which is held at least once a 
term. In order for the meeting to.be empowered to trans- 
act any business, at least 300 members of the Students' 
•Society are needed to constitute a quorum. 

v; ■ There are many things in this University which could 
" be improved in both student government and the Univer- 
sity administration. The President of the Students' Society 
is the only official spokesman for all McGill, students, and 
' his views and opinions,should be close to those of the cam- 

fus. The only formal contact with his public comes to the 
resident through these meetings. • - . 

Recently the President publislied an'open letter^t^ 
students dealing with the subject of reduced fees, which 
is close to everi'one's pockétbook. Tha issues discussed in 
this letter will be presented at the Students' Society meet- 
ing, and it is of prime importance to have each individual 
. student participate in. a matter, directly concerning him. 

Only through a resolution drafted and decided on at 
this meeting will the President have any power to present 
the case for lower fees to the University and the Provin- 
cial Government, 

It woufd be foolish indeed to ignore this meeting.

' At this time of liie year, 
many, I feel sure, will 6hare my 
cense of bewilderment, at the 
conspicuously low percentage ot 
blood -donation that usually 
.comes from the (acuity of med- 
icine. One would expect medical 
students to turn out as one man 
on an occasion of this sort, for 
this should be. a matter of 'the 
greatest personal and profession- 
al concern to them. No one 
knows better of the incalculable 
value of these offerings in sav. 
ing human life, nor of the neg- 
ligible risk run by the donors 
in their vigourous youth, in ao 
worthy a cause. Since this prU 
vilege comes to McGill but once 
a year, I must confess to an 
apprehension that the reasons for 
this feeble response may lie 
quite deep. One can only hope 
that humanity, sensitivity to suf- 
fering, and the passion to allé, 
viate it, which have long been 
considered to be the distinguish- 
ing attributes of this noble pro. 
fcssion, are not losing their hold 
on the modem medical student 
due to an excessive emphasis on 
technical knowledge, competence 
and training.

Most of the paralvsls subsided 
in a few hours and no surgery 
was required. 

' Dr. Crupchlow, Redman team 
physician, informed the Daily 
that Bulchak was in satisfactory 
condition and is being looked 
after by Dr. Loughced, head of 
the neurological division at (he 
Toronto General Hospital. He is 
under continuous observation, 
since It is possible, in cases of 
this type, for the condition to 
change.:. A partial paralyais.tUll 
exists around Bulchsk's forehead 
and side of the face. Although 
weak, Bulchak has regained prac- 
tically full movement of his left

SEC Recommends Unity 
In Petitioning Assembly 



HcGin has $4 million held in 
trust for her In Ottawa. 

Today's meeting Is intended to 
extend action taken by' students 
last year when they ; boycotted 
lectures for a day. Thé boycott 
was considered an unqualified 
■uccess in that the vast majority 
of students complied with the 
'strike* decisions taken by their 
leaders.' Only one Quebec Univer- 
sity balked at the idea. Stiidents 
(if govemment-Eubsidized Sher- 
brooke refused 'to Jgo on strike' 
when faculty-members, threaten-, 
cd to resign their posts if any 
fuch action were taken. 

One 'df the main purposes of 
last year's boycott was to awaken 
the province's ppp^tlon to the 
plight of her ùnlVersïtièsT^To this 
end, a free student publication 
was distributed throughout the 
province, giving detailed back- 
ground to the whole question. 

PETITION LEGISLATURE 
Student leaders feel that the 
. publiç should be kept aware of 
'the vital issues at stake. Public 
sympathy would lend much to 
the Universities' cause." It Is with 
this in mind that they have re- 
commended that students unite 
to petition the Legislative As- 
ecmbly. In the opinion of SEX^ 
. member Anthony Lafleur, "this 
. is one of the strongest legal ac- 
■ -tions wo could take, ; Only a 
couple of tlmea Jn I the country's 
history have such petitions been 
presented." Petitioning the As- 
sembly is not to be confused with 
petitioning individual members 
of the Assembly; an action which 
is fairly common.

able the university students' of 
Quebec to have their plight both 
heard and debated in the Legis- 
lature." 

Closely tied to this situation is 
the fact that, as the recipient of 
low grants, McGllI is forced to 
charge high tuition fees. McGlll 
atudcnts pay, on the average, 
$250 more for tuition than stu- 
dents of other Canadian Univers- 
ities. 

A major reeult of the fee hike 
was to decrease student enrol- 
ment at McGili; It Is significant 
that there are. 120 less students' 
starting in first year engineering 
this year than last It is for this 
reason' that those at the meeting 
will be asked to approve a policy 
which will ask that univeisity 
authorities grant a reduction in 
fees If any substantial sums of 
money are given McGIll by either 
the Provincial or Federal govern- 
ments. "Should any relief be 
given by means of government 
funds, it is only right that some 
relief should be passed on to the 
students."

When asked of the posalbiiity 
of permanent disability to the 
third year Dentistry student, Dr.

He did 
express the opinion, however, 
that Bulchak has Improved very 
well and that Dr. Lougheed and 
himself were quite pleased^ïand 
quite optimistic that '' Bulchak 
will make a recovery to full use- 
fulness. Bulchak will remain in 
hospital for at least two weeks. 
There is no chance of him being 
moved to Montreal since Waily is 
from Toronto. Dr Crupchlow told 
us that this was the most poten- 
tially serious injury suffered by 
a McGill . player In the twelve 
years he has been associated with 
the club. - .

^- On HondV^anTextaibltion of 

Canadian art was put on show In 
the Walter M. Stewart room of 
the Union. This exhibition of pen 
and inic, charcoal drawings and 
some watercolors was sponsored 
by the Canadian University Stu- 
dent Artistic Committee, of 
.which McGiU Is a member. 

Few people have beard of this 
organization and fewer itill know 
what it stands for : however this 
national committee was origin- 
ally the idea of a former McGlll 
student and one from the Uni- 
versity of Montreal, who together 
in 1056 arranged a meeting be- 
tween Interested Canadian uni- 
versities In Ottawa. The outcome 
of this meeting wasj^the forma- 
tion of the above mentioned com- 
mittee, the aims of wliicli are to 
promote the interest of students 
In Canadian art The Governor 
General at that time offered to 
be their patron. 

The universities represented 
stretch from one end of Canada 
>jto the^other, from Mount Allison 
"Univenity to the. University of 
British Columbia, all of whom 
took part in the selection of 
works and who will present this 
exhibition to their students at 
some time during the year. The 
exhibition comes to us from 
Mount Allison University by way 
of Queen's and its next destina- 
tion will be the University of 
Montreal. 

- The exhibition itself consists of 
works by artists, who represent 
to a large extent the younger 
painters in Canada.
